Judge Michael Pert QC 
told them at Leicester Crown 
Court: “This was a prolonged 
and brutal murder. 

“Tve no doubt Joanne Butler 
was a very difficult neighbour 
but that cannot go any way to 
justifying what you two did.”

FURIOUS Mohamed Al 
Fayed last night hit out 
at plans to hold the 
Princess Diana inquest 
behind closed doors. 

The Harrods owner said the 
secret hearing is a blatant 
“establishment cover-up”. 

He believes the Princess and 
his son Dodi were murdered in 
the Paris car crash in 1997 and is 
determined to expose the plotters 
who, he says, ordered the 
killings.

The tragedy has sparked count- 
less conspiracy theories about 
MI6 agents and the involvement 
of the Royal Family. 

Mr Al Fayed fought hard to get 
the inquest held and has always 
argued that holding the hearing 
in public would finally allow the 
truth to come out. 

But now it is understood that 


Dame Elizabeth Butler-Sloss — 
the judge specially appointed as 
the coroner — wants part of the 
case to be held in private with 
both public and press barred. 

Egyptian businessman Mr Al 
Fayed, 73, has now launched a 
legal bid to block her plans. 

He said: “A jury of 12 ordinary 
people should hear all the facts 
and make up their own minds. 


“I have instructed my legal 
team to seek a judicial review to 
compel Dame Butler-Sloss to 
hold all hearings in public.” 

Mr Al Fayed also attacked the 
£3million official inquiry by for- 
mer Scotland Yard Commiss- 
ioner Lord Stevens — to be pub- 
lished on December 14 - for fail- 
ing to take statements from at 
least 13 “vital” eyewitnesses. 

Mr Al Fayed said: “They are 
trying to exclude the public, who 
overwhelmingly agree with me 
that these two precious people 
were murdered.” 

Officials confirmed that prel- 
iminary hearings are expected to 
take place on January 8 and 9. 

Diana, 36, and Mr Fayed, 42, 
were killed along with chauffeur 
Henri Paul, 50, when their 
Mercedes crashed in a Paris 
underpass on August 31, 1997.
